REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record is Bourke (US 5923012). Bourke '012 
discloses a flotation device comprising a single flotation tank having the 
recited outlets (overflow launder 29, bottom outlet 26 for coarse particles, 
side outlet for fine particle tails 28) being fed directly or indirectly from a 
grinding mill 50- see fig. 2-4. The coarse tails from the flotation cell are sent 
directly to the inlet of the grinding mill 50 also illustrated in fig. 2-4. The 
fines may be forwarded to a flotation circuit [4, 59]. None of the various flow 
schemes from Bourke '012 result in the two tank flotation arrangement with 
the coarse bottom outlet product being sent to the feed inlet of a 
downstream flotation tank with at least one of the tanks including an upper 
side outlet for withdrawal of a relatively fine fraction of the slurry as recited 
in claim 1 and be direct reference to claim 1 in independent method claim 
38.
